Every family of standing has artis­ 
tically correct vases, vase holders and 
flowers, and the manner of entertaining 
an honored visitor is to ask him to ar­ 
range some flowers. The guest is gov­ 
erned b y rigid laws. 
H e m ust not make too elab orate an 
arrangement, for that takes overmuch 
time. He always offers to destroy what 
he has done to p rove he considers it 
valueless. Only when he is urged b y 
his host does he leave it. These are ex­ 
amp les of t^e long list of restrictions. 
The Jap anese knows them as he knows 
his language and his literature.—H ar­ 
p er’s Bazar.

DOZENS ARE SHOT TO DEATH 


loores of Others Lie Wounded on the 
City Streets. 


Firing Is F o llo w ed by B om b Throw ­ 
ing, W hich A gain B rin g s a 
S h ow er o f D eadly 
Bullets. 


W arsaw, May 2.—Nearly 100 p or­ 
tons were killed or wounded in dis­ 
turb ances in various quarters of W ar­ 
saw yesterday. 
The troop s ap p arent­ 
ly were uncontrollab le, and violated all 
orders to act with moderation. 
They 
fired into crowds of demonstrators, and 
workmen In retaliation resorted to the 
use of firearms and b omb s. Many wo­ 
men and children are among the dead 
and dying. 
W hat ap p roaches a reign 
• f terror exists; the city p resents a 
most gloomy asp ect, and the tem p er of 
the entire community augurs ill. May 
day op ened with every p rosp ect that 
the recent gloomy foreb odings would 
find contradiction in a p eaceful ending. 
Glorious weather ushered in the b egin­ 
ning of the celeb rations, and all fac­ 
tories, shop s and offices of every de­ 
scrip tion were closed. 


S tr e e ts C ro w d e d w ith H o lld s y M a k e r s . 
The streets were crowded from ear­ 
ly in the morning with gaily dressed 
p eop le and troop s. 
Children 
every­ 
where enjoyed themselves In the warm 
« unshine. 
The p resence of numerous 
p atrols of Cossack 
cavalry and in­ 
fantry were the only reminder of lurk­ 
ing danger. No untoward Incident was 
rep orted until afternoon. The first dis­ 
turb ances eccurred b etween 1 and 2 
p . m., when a p rocession of several 
thousand workmen, carrying red flags, 
marched along Zelazna street. 
The 
demonstration was quite orderly, and 
p roceeded without molestation for some 
distance. 


F i r s t t h e 8w o r d : T he n t h e R ifle . 
Suddenly several squadrons of uh­ 
lans ap p eared, b ut without interfering 
with the p rocession, and took up a p o­ 
sition along the sidewalks, while the 
workmen p assed through 
the 
lines. 
Then a comp any 
of 
infantry 
ap ­ 
p roached from the front, and immedi­ 
ately the cavalry charged into the p ro­ 
cession. driving It with the flats of 
their swords into a disorganized mass. 
When the cavalry withdrew the in­ 
fantry fired a volley, whereup on the 
dem onstrators turned and fled. 
The 
infantry continued to discharge volleys 
into thp retreating, shrieking, multi­ 
tude. 
Thirty-one p ersons were killed 
and many wounded, and of the latter 
it is b elieved that fifteen will die. 


S H O O T IN G W A S U N P R O V O K E D 


R e « ulli In B o m b T hr o w in g a n d M ore F a ­ 
t a l F ua illa d e *. 
The shooting is describ ed as having 
b een quite unp rovoked. It has aroused 
the most intense indignation among all 
classes In W arsaw. 
Many of those 
who were killed or wounded were shot 
In the b ack, showing that they were 
running away when they were struck. 
Another terrib le scene was enacted at 
5 p . in., at the corner of Zlota and 
Sosnore streets, when workmen fired 
from b ehind a wall at a p atrol, which 
immediately op ened fire on the p assing 
crowds, killing or wounding twenty 
p ersons. 
The first b omb throwing occurred at 
9:35 p. m.. when a mob was thrown 
Into a Cossack p atrol near the Vienna 
station. 
Three Cossacks and one p o­ 
liceman were killed, and two women 
who were leaving the station at the 
time were severely wounded b y tb e ex­ 
p losion of the b omb . Cossacks and in­ 
fantry fired a numb er of volleys, and 
It Is rep orted that many p ersons were 
killed or wounded. Troop s surrounded 
the whole neighb orhood. 
It has b een 
imp ossib le up to the p resent time to 
secure accurate information as to the 
casualties in this affair. 
At 10:45 p . m. disturb ances b roke 
out at the Zomb kowska gate of the 
sub urb of Praga, across the Vistula 
river. 
A great crowd had assemb led 
there, threatening 
the troop s, when 
hussars fired up on the crowd and killed 
four and wounded many others. 
In 
Jerosolini street a man fire« ! into a 
p atrol from the roof of a house, b ut 
without result. It was rep orted b y tele­ 
p hone from Lodz that a crowd there 
stoned a military p atrol, whereup on the 
soldiers fired and killed two men and 
wounded a b oy. 
I/ater a sim ilar scene 
occurred in Balueki square in Lodz, 
when two 
p ersons were killed. 
Tn 
Lodz also, at 9 p . m., a b omb was 
thrown at a p atrol, b ut It was not ef­ 
fective. The p atrol fired Into the crowd 
and killed three and wounded two p er­ 
sons. 
A 
student who 
was distrib uting 
p roclamations in Wola, a sub urb of 
W arsaw, was killed b y a p atrol. 
In 
Nawrot street, W arsaw, a p atrol killed 
a woman. 
This Woodshed is likely to 
very seriously affect the situation, and 
may cause a general strike. The tem ­ 
p er of the p eop le is at white heat, and 
there is much ap p rehension regarding 
the p ossib le events of May 5, the 114th 
anniversary of the p roclamation of the 
Polish constitution, when disturb ances 
and 
demonstrations 
always 
occur.

A SWIMMING HORSE. 


The Proper Way to Bide the Animal 
In the Water. 
A military journal of Paris giv es this 
account of the way a horse should not 
be ridden and of the way he should be 
ridden in swimming a stream: 
To begin with, it must not be sup­ 
posed that a horse alway s swims nat­ 
urally and with ease the moment he is 
off his feet In the water. The animal 
under such circumstances has but one 
notion—to keep his head out of the wa­ 
ter and to lift his shoulders as high as 
possible. 
In doing this his hind quarters sink, 
and he finds himself almost standing 
upon his tail, or at least in a position 
three-quarters erect. 
In such a position, if the rider draws 
upon the reins or throws his body back 
in the least, the anlmal’9 hind quarters 
will sink more and more, his body will 
take a v ertical position, and, beating 
the water uselessly with his forefeet, 
he will finally sink. 
As soon as the horse gets off his feet 
tn the water let the rider grasp a hand­ 
ful of the animal’s mane, leaning at 
the same time well forward upon his 
■boulders, but without touching the 
horse's head. The rider’s knees should 
be pressed tightly to the horse’s sides; 
otherwise he is likely to be swept off 
by the water. 
This is the only position which will 
enable a man to remain in the saddle 
and the horse to swim at the same 
time. 
The reins must be held loosely and 
each well to one side. If the horse is to 
be guided in the water giv e the loose 
rein a little jerk in the direction de­ 
sired. But it is in the highest degree 
Important nev er to pull on the reins.

Is he liable to fly off on a tangent or to 
“ go off half cocked? ” 
Is he “ faddy ? " 
Has he “ wheels in his head? ” Does he 
lose his temper easily or can he control 
himself? If he can keep a lev el head 
under all Hrcumstanoes, if he cannot 
be thrown off his balance and is honest, 
he is the man wanted.—O. S. Marden 
tn Success Magaaine.

TH E DIVINING ROD. 


Its First Recorded Use Was For Lo- 
ratlng Mineral Lodes. 
Professor W. F. Barrett F. R. S., 
say s that the birthplace of the mod­ 
ern div ining rod, whether used to locate 
minerals or water, was in the mining 
districts of Germany , probably the 
Harz mountains. Its first recorded use 
was in prospecting for mineral lodes. 
The first mention of the use of the 
modern rod was in the latter part of 
the fifteenth century . Books published 
in the six teenth century hav e pictures 
of miners searching for mineral v eins 
in a v ery businesslike way by noting 
the dipping of a hazel or willorw rod, 
the forked ends of which are held in 
the hands of an ex pert 
German miners brought the forked 
rod into Englcnd toward the end of the 
six teenth century for the ex ploitation 
of the Cornish mines. Frofessor Bar­ 
rett points out that the drooping char­ 
acter of the willow was probably be­ 
liev ed to hav e something to do with the 
minerals concealed In the ground and 
that “ it was but natural to cut a light 
branch from one of the trees and to 
see if it drooped In prospecting for 
ores.” Thus the “ dowsing rod” came 
into univ ersal use among the miners of 
Europe, although it was soon believ ed 
that only certain persons had the gift 
of using the rod.

PECULIAR CURRENCY 


SK IN S OF ANIMALS PROBABLY TH E 
FIRST FORM OF MONEY. 


Then Came the Pastoral 
Age, With 
the Aniniulit InNtead of Their Pelt» 
a» a Medium of Ex change—Shell, 
Leather and Metal Token*. 


There was a time when neither coin 
nor even metals in the rough were in 
use among mankind as a circulating 
medium. Numismatics, as a rule, go no 
farther oack than 800 or 000 years be­ 
fore the Christian era to the stamped 
pieces of metal circulated among the 
Greeks and Lydians. 
It may be of interest to glance at 
some of tile early forms of currency 
and at the strange substitutes for 
money still in use among barbarous 
pe< » pies. 
The earliest substitute for coin cur­ 
rent used by man is believed to have 
been the skins of animals. This medi­ 
um of exchange was employed by the 
ancient Russians and also by the first 
settlers of this country. Certain tribes 
of the Alaskan Indians today use the 
pelts of bears and foxes for currency. 
The pastoral age succeeded the hunt­ 
ing age, and men began to use animals 
themselves Instead of their skins for a 
circulating medium. 
The animals principally employed 
were sheep and oxen, their relative val­ 
ue being determined by the ancient 
Homans at ten sheep for one ox, which 
standard is still recognized among the 
Mongol tribes. 
Traces of this custom 
are still visible in the Irish and Ice­ 
landic laws. 
Among the early Teutonic races fines 
were often paid in cattle, and the Zu­ 
lus and the Kaffirs in this year of grace 
make use of this old time medium. 
A direct link between this practice 
and the use of metal coins for money Is 
found in the currency of the early 
Romans, who used pieces of brass clip­ 
ped off from a mass. 
Later, in the time of Servius Tullius, 
the brass was coined and marked with 
the figure of an ox. An interesting lit­ 
tle bit of etymological lore is connected 
with this custom, for the Latin word 
for money, pecuula—whence our mod­ 
em term pecuniary—was derived from 
pecus, cattle. 
Metal money was used, however, 
long before the time of the Romans. 
As far back as the days of Abraham 
the Egyptians used gold and silver for 
currency. 
It was counted by weight 
and not by face value. 
The Hebrews had “jewel money” In 
addition to shekels and talents and 
dram s of gold and silver. 
On the 
Egyptian tombs gold is represented as 
being weighed in rings for commercial 
purposes, rather an improvement, It 
may be considered, on the earlier metal 
lump. 
Before the introduction of coined 
money into Greece skewers or spikes 
of iron and copper constituted the cur­ 
rency six making a dram or handful. 
This iron money continued in use 
among the Spartans for many cen­ 
turies, and Plutarch tells us that to a 
great quantity and weight of this but 
a small value was assigned, so that 
to lay up ten minae, a little over £ 31, 
a whole room was required, and to re­ 
move it nothing less than a yoke of 
oxen. 
In certain parts of Central Africa 
Iron spikes are still used, after the 
Spartan 
fashion, and, according to 
Adam Smith, it was not so long ago 
that nails were used as a subsidiary 
coin In Scotland; hence, perhaps, we 
obtain the term “tenpenny nail”—1. e., 
ten for a penny. 
During the commercial supremacy of 
Cartilage the common currency used 
by her merchants and sailors both in 
their trade at home and with foreign 
nations was pieces of leather stamped 
with the arms of the powerful republic. 
The currency of the Aztecs consisted 
of transparent quills of gold dust, of 
bits of tin out In the form of a T and 
of bags of cocoa containing a specified 
number of grains. 
“Blessed money,” 
exclaims the old annalist, Peter Martyr, 
“which excepts 
its 
possessor from 
avarice since it cannot be long hoard­ 
ed or hidden under ground.” 
The earliest coinage in America was 
the famous “hog money” made in 1G12 
for the Virginia company at the Sum­ 
mer islands, now the Bermudas. 
The 
coin was of brass, with the legend 
“Sommer Islands” and a “hogge on 
one side in memory of the abundance 
of hogges whicb were found on the 
first landing.” 
The currency of the early colonists 
was a very mixed one. 
At one time 
musket balls passed for change at a 
farthing apiece and were a legal tender 
for sums under a shilling. Corn, beaus, 
codfish and peltries were also legal ten­ 
der. 
Wampum, t^e shell bead money of 
the Indians, was the currency most 
In use, however, being accepted by the 
colonists as a convenient token. 
There were two kinds of this shell 
money — “wampumeag,” 
which 
was 
white and made from the conch or 
periwinkle, and “suckanock,” which 
was dark purple and made from the 
hard shell clam. The purple was worth 
twice as much as the white. The shell 
was broken In pieces, rubbed smooth 
on a stone till about the thickness of a 
pipestem, then pierced with a drill and 
•trung into necklaces, bracelets and 
belts. 
The English, French and Dutch set­ 
tlers ail used wampum, the value be­ 
ing fixed in 1640 at six bea$ls for a 
penny. 
The strings were called fath­ 
oms and varied in value from 5 to 10 
shillings. 
Shell money has played quite an Im­ 
portant part in the world’s 
commerce. 
The small hard shell known 
as the 
cowrie Is used today in India, the 
Indian Islands and 
Africa In the place 
of subsidiary coin. 
In 18 8 1 more than 1,000 tons of these 


shells were brought from India to Liv­ 
erpool to exchange for palm oil. Their 
value,in Bengal is 
3,200 to the rupee, 
or about seventy to the cent. 
The list of what may be termed curi­ 
ous money is an extensive one. 
Salt 
is used in Abyssinia and whales' teeth 
in the Fiji islands. 
In some of the 
south sea islands red feathers form the 
currency. 
Among the native Austri- 
ans greenstone and red ocher are used. 
Female slaves form the standard of 
value in the retired districts of Nev.' 
Guinea. 
In the rural parts of Norway corn is 
used for coin. 
Pieces of silk pass as 
currency in China and cakes of tea in 
Tibet. 
At the great fairs of lower 
Novgorod, in Russia, tin is the accept­ 
ed standard of value. 
In the British 
West Indies pins, a slice of bread and a 
pinch of snuff all have a purchasing 
power, while on the African coast axes 
are the currency most in vogue. 
The strangest com of all, however, is 
the ideal money spoken of by Montes­ 
quieu as being found in certain parts 
of Africa. 
This singular currency is 
called “rna conte,” but is purely a sign 
of value without a unit.—Clinton Mon­ 
tague in Forward. 


M YSTERY OF O CCULTISM . 


An Incident Thnt Changed the View» 
of a Skeptical Student. 
The subject had turned to occultism, 
when the student who had been listen-* 
ing attentively said: “I was skeptical 
for a number of years in regard to the 
stories I heard of occult m anifesta­ 
tions until I came face to face with a 
practical demonstration right here In 
New Orleans which convinced me that 
there are many strange laws of nature 
of which we are entirely ignorant. One 
day I met a stranger on St. Charles 
street who spoke to me as familiarly 
as if he had known me for years. 
“ ‘I arrived in New Orleans yester­ 
day from Europe,’ he said, ‘and I had 
a strange premonition that I would 
meet a man of your description and 
that he would aid me.’ 
“I laughed and replied that I would 
be glad to do anything in my power. 
To make a long story short, we be­ 
came good friends and were In the 
habit of seeing each other quite fre­ 
quently, He was greatly interested in 
occultism, but 1 only laughed at his 
many stories and told him I was a 
poor subject for a convert to his 
theories. 
Finally one day he induced 
me to place myself under his ‘influence’ 
and become ‘perfectly receptive.’ 
To 
humor him I did what he suggested. 
He placed a pencil in my hand, and 
quite unconsciously I began to write 
rapidly in a strange hand. After com­ 
pleting nine pages I signed the last 
page with a name I had pever heard 
before. 
W hat strange force compel­ 
led me I know not. It ju s | seemed that 
I must write. All this time my friend 
was scanning the pages eagerly. When 
he saw the name at the end he uttered 
an exclamation of surprise. 
“ ‘Did you ever know that man?’ he 
asked eagerly. 
“I told him I did not. 
“ ‘Well, that man was my dearest 
friend. 
He was drowned ten years 
ago in the China sea!’ 
“You can imagine my surprise. 
The 
letter I had written was an eerie a f­ 
fair describing life in the spirit land, 
and you can imagine the interest with 
which I read it. 
It took me several 
days to recover from the strange shock 
of It all, and since that day I have 
never made another experiment or at­ 
tempted to delve into the mysteries of 
occultism. 
However, I’m a firm be­ 
liever in the existence of natural laws 
about which we kuow absolutely noth­ 
ing.”—New Orleans Times-L*emocrat. 


Brain Work and Longev itr. 
A medical man who gave evidence In 
a chancery division ease testified as to 
the connection between brain work and 
longevity in a way that charmed the 
lawyers and will charm other brain 
workers. 
One-third of the laborers in 
rural districts, he is reported as saying, 
die of brain softening, and the average 
vegetative rural laborer dies much 
earlier than the hard thinking lawyer 
simply because his brain rusts from 
lack of exercise. “The use of the brain 
prolongs life.” There is much in this, 
no doubt, and we believe that thorough 
statistics as to lunacy would astonish 
those who imagine that it is the wear 
and tear of high pressure thinking and 
excitement that more than anything 
else sends men mad. 
But some dis­ 
count surely must be allowed in the 
case of lawyers, for instance—for the 
fact that the weaklings are killed or 
frightened off early, while in the coun­ 
try air even a man of poor stam ina 
and insufficiently fed can vegetate for 
a long time; also worry must be reck­ 
oned with. If hard brain exercise does 
not kill, chronic brain worry will, and 
the two are too often associated now­ 
adays.—Pall Mall Gazette.

it measures fifty-four feet, the head 
alone, which is reached by a winding 
stairway in the interior of th e‘figure, 
being large enough to comfortably hold 
twenty persons. 
The figure holds a 
huge wooden sword in one hand, the 
blade of the weapon being twenty- 
seven feet long, and a ball twelve feet 
In diameter In the other. 
Internally 
the model is fitted up with extraordi­ 
nary anatomical arrangem ent which 
Is supposed to represent the different 
portions of the brain. 
A fine view of 
the country is obtained by looking 
through one of the eyes of the figure. 
Japanese tradition says that during 
the time of the Teshomeng rebellion, 
In 1522, hundreds of cords of wood 
were piled around It and fired, but that 
the sacred object Itself failed to burn 
or to even be scorched by the flames.
